When Messrs. Sherman and Tracy, 


o/Mr. Beecher'scounsel.heard of the 
decision of tho General Term of the 
Supreme Court, reversing the judg- 
ment, entered on Judge Dykeman's 
order sustaining tho demure to Mr. 
Monlton's complaint in his suit 
against the Eev. Henry Ward Beech- 
er, they aaid, without hesitation, 
"Of course, we'll appeal." A re- 
porter having learned that there was 
some doubt about the possibility of 
au appeal, 
yesterday questioned 


Gen. Boger A. Pry or relative to it. 
Gen. Pryor said: 


"There can bo no appeal from the 


decision of tho General Term until 
a judgment is entered. The pro- 
ceding will be this: An order re- 
versing the judgment and allowing] 
defendant twenty days to answer wi 
be entered; thereupon defendant 
counsel will have tho olternativ 
either to ans\ver or to suffer de 
fault. 
If an answer be interposec 


then the cause will bo put upon th 
calendar and be tried in tho Fall; 
no answer bo made within the nex 
twenty days, that will be eijuivalcn 
to a confession of the facts charge 
in the complaint, and nothing wi] 
remain but to assess plaintiff's clam 
ages before a Sheriffs jury. 
Whfu 


there has been either a verdict on 
trial or an assessment of damage: 
then judgement defendant may carr; 
tho case to the Court of Appeals 
There can be no decision by th 
Court of Appeals of the question 
raised by the demurrer until after a 
trial or default by defendant. It may 
be that defendant will suffer default 
in which event, if the Court of Ap 
peals decide the point in favor of thi 
plaintiff, tho judgment -entered on 
the default stand; while on the othe 
hand, if the point be decided in favor 
of the defendant, there will be a re 
versal of the General Term, decision 
In no contingency if defendant de 
faults can there bo a trial of the 
the merits of the case. Unless the 
defendant means, to admit all the 
allegations of the complaint, and nl- 
low judgment as by confession, he 
will answer within twenty days. The 
cause will then bo promptly placed 
upon the calendar, and will be 
reached and tried in the Fall." 


'•Is there no way, if defendant de- 


sires it. by which he may escape the 
trial of the merits?" the General was 
asked. 


Yes. As I have already indi 


cated, he may decline to answer, and 
let judgment go against him by de- 
fault." 


"Do you suppose that this will be 


done?" 


"Hardly, for the reason that a de- 


fault is a confession which no de- 
cision of the -Court of Appeals can 
affect, since that decision will only 
touch the law and not the facts of 
the case." 


"Yon then consider a trial of the 


3ase inevitable?" 


"I do, at an early day." 
1 \\ ill a trial of this action involve 


he question of Mr. Beecher's guilt, 
and open a way of all the testimony 
relative to it?" 


1'es. The issue here is sharply 


and solely whether the defendant be 
guilty of the adultery charged, and 
ill possible evidence bearing upon 
*hnt issue will be admissible." 


"Will Mrs. Moulton and Mrs. 


Tilton be competent witnesses?" 


"They will." 
"Will the trial be long?" 
"It will not, for the reason that in 


he trial of Tilden against Beecher, 
Mr. Tilden's character was in issue, 
and to that point at least two-thirds 
of the testimony was directed. Here 
he only issue is the truth or untruth 
of the charge against Mr. Beecher, 
and that can be tried in a fortnight. 
We propose, with the aid of the 
court, to exclude froir the jury every 
rrolcvant consideration. I do not 
see how, with a good judge, the trial 
can last longer than two or three 
weeks." 


When General Prior appealed 


'rom Judge Dykman's decision he 
consented that Mr. Shearman should 
enter judgment against the plaintiff 
hat the appeal might be taken from 
,he judgment and r ot from the or- 
der, so that the case could go with- 
out complication to the Court of Ap- 
,>eals. As the General Term decision 
reverses the judgment it leaves 
nothing substantial to base an appeal 
on, and as a, demurrer cannot be car- 
ried to tho Court of Appeals, Mr. 
Shearman's ground is cut from under 
lira.
